display. Backhaus was one of them; in- 
deed, he plays very much the way that 
people often say Schnabel did. His per- 
formance of the Brahms First Concerto is 
an extraordinarily efficient one. The 
technique is absolutely secure, but it 
never calls attention to itself: the big 
chords of the second movement are 
solid, and even in the thickest passages, 
the voicing is clear. Melodies are clearly 
shaped, and rhythms are always under 
control; there’s none of Schnabel’s slop- 
piness, none of Rubinstein’s noncha- 
lance. In sum, the music is set out per- 
fectly, like the silverware at a first-class 
restaurant. 

The Beethoven is similar in approach: 
forthright and solid, without much wit or 
humor. Personally, I’m not really 
touched, much less grabbed, by either 
performance; but given their premises, 


it’s hard to find fault. | can fault the pro- 
duction, though, at least the production 
of my review copy, a test pressing. There 
was a bad skip in the first movement of 
the Brahms, and a serious drop in volume 
at the end of the first movement of the 
Beethoven. 

Of course, interpretive personality is a 
chancy thing, and given the kind of play- 
ing we hear from Elman in the Tchaikov- 
sky Concerto, it’s easy to understand 
why people might want to turn to per- 
formers like Backhaus. Description of the 
performance is, perhaps, less imperative 
than a warning against it: droopy and ap- 
proximate, lumpy and sugary, it’s a 
perfect example of the confusion be- 
tween self-expression and _ self-indul- 
gence. Unless you're in the mood for the 
kind of nostalgia evoked by such encores 
as ‘‘Alice, where art thou?’’ steer clear.
